Over the entire line between Soissons and the vicinity of Rhcims 


the Germans havebeen compelled to give up important positions and 


retreat precipitately. The communication adds that the Crise river has 


been crossed along the whole of the front, further progress has been 


made in the center of the fighting line and on the east the allied 


line has been pushed forward three miles 
north 
of the 
Dormans- 


Rheims road.
